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Thus the old Serpent (the firſt deviſer, of this fallacy) 
dealt with our bleſſed Saviour, when he tempted him in 
the Wilderneſſe, he alledged 2 peice. of Scripture out of 
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This Aſſertion Hhall prove to be an errour by theſe p 
foure Arguments. 

The ff Argument. If men ſhall therefore believe; be- 
cauſe they are elected and ordained to eternal life, then they 
are not elected and ordained to eternall life becauſe they will 
believe. This conſequence cannot be denied by any intel 
ligen man.

The Aſſumption I prove out of A#s 13. 48. where its 
ſaidꝭ That as many as were ordained to eternall life believed. 
Here Faith is made the fruit and effect of eleaiontorrernall 
life , and therefore cannot be the cauſe of it; for nothing 
can be the cauſe and effect too, of one and the ſame thing; 

My ſecond Argument is this, It men be elected or choſen 
. they may be holy, then their election muſt needs be the 
ground and cauſe ol their holineſs and ſanctification. But 
men are elected that they may be holy, ſo ſaith the Scrip- 
ture N 70 1. 4. He hath choſen us in him before the foundati. 
on of the World, that we ſhould be holy, and without blame be- 
fore him in love: Therefore Election is the ground and 
cauſe of holineſs or ſanctification, and not holineſs the 
ground and cauſe of election. 

The third Argument, It the good pleaſure of Gods will 
be the ground and firſt cauſe of mens election and predeſti- 
nation to ſalvation; then Gods foreſight of their Sanctiſica- 
tion and G odd Works cannot be the firſt cauſe and ground | 
thereof, This conſequence is undeniable.

5. the Apoſtle expreſly nominates works of righ- 
teouſneſs, and denies them to be any cauſes of ſalvation: 
but there be no works of righteouſneſs before regeneration , 
for then an evill cree ſhould bring forth good fruit; which 
our Saviour denics Math. 7. 18. And therefore even good 
works after regeneration are in Scripture denied to be any 
cauſes of ſalvation Hereof I ſhall have. occaſion to ſpeake 
more largely hereafter; and therefore will not inſiſt any 
longer in the illuſtration. of it. ltd i 0 % 

Before I proceed to the next Controverſy, I will diſplay 
the weak argumentation of Mr. Henry Haggar before men- 
tioned, for defence of election from foreſeen ſanRifications 
by his training Scripture from its proper ſenſe, and in nat 
comparing it with other Scripture, where the genuine 
and proper ſenſe is clearly explained: He toiles himſelf to 
prove the ſaid point, hecauſe its ſaid in 2. wt 2. 13, That 
men are choſen to ſalvation through ſanRification of the 
Spirit. and therefore thence collects that they are not cha- 
ſen before they are ſanctiſied by the Spirit, which is a vet 
inconſequent collection: for it doth not follow, that becau 
men are choſen to ſalvation through ſanRibcarion of che ſpi- 
rit, that therefore ſanctification af the Spirit is the cauſe. of 
their election, or that therefore it precedes their electionʒ 
but that therefore ſanctification is a neceflary. antecedent, 
Pay and imeanes, through which they muſt. he þxopght fo 
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a neceſſary requiſite to be obſerved of him. And thus this 

text fitly agrees with other texts of Scripture, as that be- 
fore mentioned Epbeſ. 1. 4. where its ſaid, That we are cho- 
Jen, that we ſhould be holy. which text he hath. waved and 
never mentioned at all, bi t as Satan aledged the words of the 
Pſalmiſt, leaving out a part as knowing it would diſcloſe 
his wreſting and perverting the true ſenſe of the other text 
which he alledged. And ſo he neglects the premiſed rule of 
. expounding Scripture by Scripture z which is of neceſſity 
to be obſerved to find out the true ſenſe and meaning of a- 
wo that is ambiguous , or may be variouſly expoun- 
le alledgeth alſo the 1 Pet. 1.2. where it is ſaid , That

To this I anſwer, firſt, that Gods preſcience or foreknow- 
ledge of men, and his election of them, are in him together, 
Goſs one and the ſame act; for all his attributes are himſelf, 
and whatſoever is ſaid to be in hin is himſelf, as it hath ever 
been acknowledged by all learned divines. But in humane 
apprehenſion of them, his decrees precede his preſcience, 
for he doth nor decree things to come, becauſe he foreſees 
them, but foreſees them becauſe he hath decreed them, as 
is colligible from St. Pas!'s ſpeech before named Epkeſ: 4 
11. where he affirms that God worketh all things according 
to the Counſcll of his own will; whence. its manifeſt, that 
his own will is the firſt cauſe of all his workes, and not his 
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concutrence of his election and approbation:witliihis Aore- 
knowledge of men; and nat any precedence ot hisch uo. 
ledge before his — and election. uf thein. 
d this affords an anſwer alſo to that place, which is 
brought by ſome' df the adverſaryes for defence of election 
from fore ſeen faith and holineſs: in Rom: 8, 29. where its 
ſaid, that whom Cod did fore nom, he alſo did predeſtinate 
to be conformed to the image oft his Son ; where the greek 
verb, which is , ſignifies properly fore actnowledg- 
ed; which intimates an election either with it or before 
the fore knowledge, and beſides the words following lead to 
this ſenſe, in that the Apoſtle expreſſeth that the predaſti: 
nation, which he memioneth; as a ſequell of Gods: fore. 
knowledge, is a predeſtination to be conformed tothe image 
of his Son, that is, 20 be holy as Chriſt is holy. A Prede⸗ 
ſtination to holineſs cannot be a predeſtination for holineſs, 
as was ſhewed before.

That eternall life cannot be merited by mens good works.
